IRIS  CULTURE 

Every  garden  should  have  a  place  for  Iris. 
If  the  untidy  appearance  of  some  varieties  in 
late  summer  annoys  you,  then  plant  them  at 
the  back  or  in  a  remote  corner.  Their  ex¬ 
quisite  beauty  and  gorgeous  colors  when  in 
bloom,  will  signal  for  attention  and  your 
visitors  iwill  all  find  them. 

The  dictionary  has  not  yet  been  written  that 
will  supply  words  to  do  justice  to  the  beauty 
of  m.odern  forms  of  Iris.  In  the  section  of 
Bearded  Iris  there  are  many  types  a  few  of 
which  are  referred  to.  A  Plicata  is  one  having 
a  ground  color  of  white  or  a  light  tint,  with 
deeper  colors  flushing,  bordering  or  drawn  on 
in  dots  or  lines.  A  Bicolor  has  standards,  or 
upright  petals,  of  a  lighter  tone  than  that  of 
the  falls,  or  drooping  petals.  The  Variegatas 
have  standards  (iS)  in  a  yellow  tone,  and  falls 
(F)  in  a  great  variety  of  reds  or  maroons. 

Blends.  The  colors  of  iris  are  always  beau¬ 
tifully  blended.  When  the  blue,  red,  pink,  yel¬ 
low  or  biC’wn  colors  blend  in  several  color 
tones  in  an  especially  rich  and  pleasing  man¬ 
ner.  the  variety  is  often  described  as  a 
“Blend.” 

Plant  Iris  any  time  of  the  year.,  The  best 
time  is  right  after  blooming.  This  is  in  June 
with  California  grown  roots.  Here  the  plants 
bloom  earlier  than  in  the  north  or  east  and 
are  ready  to  plant  earlier,  thus  giving  a  longer 
period  of  growth.  If  planted  early  you  may 
get  many  flowers  the  next  spring.  If  planted 
in  the  late  fall  you  get  only  a  few  flowers  and 
possibly  not  any  until  the  second  spring. 

Plant  the  rhizomes  not  over  1"  deep.  Water 
sparingly  until  growth  begins,  then  freely.  The 
more  vigorously  they  grow,  the  more  flowers 
you  will  have.  Plant  in  full  sun  exposure  un¬ 
less  otherwise  directed  in  description  of  var¬ 
iety.  They  grow  well  in  anv  soil  b’H  like 
very  sandy  or  gritty  soil  less  than  good  heavy 
soils.  We  retract  our  former  advice  to  make 
the  soil  acid  with  peat.  They  appear  to  do 
ibettei*  in  a  neutral  soil.  But  some  authorities 
do  advise  the  acid  soil.  Also  retract  about 
wood  ashes.  They  seem  to  like  a  light  appli¬ 
cation  of  ashes  or  lime. 

Do  not  use  any  barnyard  manures  on  Iris. 
It  is  often  fatal  to  them. 

Do  you  have  large  clumps  that  fail  to  bloom  ? 
Probably  they  are  too  crow'ded.  Divide  in 
June  to  August.  Smaller  clumps  may  not 


bloom  because  you  encouraged  growth  in  late 
summer  and  fall  when  they  need  to  rest.  Let 
them  dry  out  and  bake  in  the  hot  sun  of 
August  and  later.

They 
are  mostly  of  delicate  beauty.  Many  pinks, 
some  reds,  no  purples.  Some  are  dwarf,  some 
medium.  None  are  of  the  huge,  tall,  branch¬ 
ing  type.  They  are  entirely  different  from 
the  old  type  of  “flags.”  They  may  lack  the 
perfection  of  form  and  the  large  size  that  has 
been  developed  by  other  breeders  but  this  de¬ 
velopment,  we  think,  did  have  to  sacrifice 
something  of  the  delicate  beauty,  the  rich  pas¬ 
tel  tones  of  these. 

Most  of  these  will  be  suitable  to  your  rock 
garden,  borders  or  elsewhere.  They  are  un¬ 
named,  no  labels,  as  many  varieties  as  possible 
but  there  may  be  duplicates.^

ANEMONES  &  RANUNCULUS 


We  have  at  least  100,000  bulbs  on  hand 
which  we  wish  to  close  out  this  summer.  We 
will  make  the  price  one  that  will  sell  all. 
These  are  the  best  strains  from  double  Ra¬ 
nunculus  and  single  to  semi-double  Anemones. 

Now  iwe  admit  right  here  that  it  is  too 
warm  in  the  interior  of  Southern  California 
to  grow  them  this  late.  But  around  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Bay  region  and  in  other  cool  coastal  re¬ 
gions  and  certain  places  in  the  mountains  they 
do  fine.  It  might  do  to  try  them  in  warmer 
sections  in  the  cool  shade  of  trees  where  they 
get  morning  and  evening  sun  only.  But  that 
is  experimental.  The  price  will  permit  ex¬ 
perimenting. 

The  Size.  These  are  small  tubers.  Ranun¬ 
culus  are  No.  4,  Anemones  are  small  No.  3. 

This  is  not  the  best  size  in  hands  of  ama- 
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But  when  we  sold  out  last  fall  no  more 
3’s  could  be  bought.  So  we  bought  these 
smaller  ones.  They  perform  well  with  con¬ 
stantly  correct  culture.  But  don’t  let  them 
dry  out  after  starting.  Only  once  drying,  and 
there  goes  success.  And  that’s  qne  reason 
why  winter  season  is  the  best  time. 

Culture.  Sprout  the  tubers  before  planting* 
between  folds  of  a  wet  sack,  placed  in  cool 
shade  of  a  tree.  iSet  out  before  sprouts  are 
an  inch  long.  Protect  from  birds  or  poultry. 

Don’t  forget. 

Keep  ’em  wet.  (but  not  soggy.) 

We  will  suggest  that  if  you  cannot  plant 
now  in  your  location  that  you  buy  now  for 
early  fall  planting.  These  are  1938  crop  and 
will  grow  faster  and  bloom  earlier  than  1939 
crop  of  bulbs.  You  can  have  flowers  in  No¬ 
vember  if  started  as  soon  as  summer  heat  is 
moderated.  Like  Cleopatra,  age  does  not 
hurt  them.  One  year  old  tubers  grow  faster 
than  recently  dug  ones.  But  older  ones  are 
not  advised.  With  proper  handling  we  believe 
you  can  get  75%'  or  more  germination  of  these 
No.  4  Ranunculus.  The  No.  3  Anemones 
should  g*o  to  90%  we  think. 

Ranunculus  and  Anemones  prefer  a  we'l  pre¬ 
bed  of  deep  sandy  loam.  Dig  in  and 
oroughly  with  the  soil  plenty  of  well 
manure,  leaf  mold,  or  peat.  Use  a  good 
rv.^t^>ei  when  3"  high.  Apply  every  two 
weeks  or  so  in  small  doses.  Use  ground 
sheep  manure,  Vigoro,  or  any  good  commer¬ 
cial  fertilizer.  Carefully  avoid  burning.  Mulch 
with  rotted  manure,  leaf  mold  or  peat.
